White Cane Week 

'One Step Closer' to 
Independance

Every time Canadians who are 
blind, visually impared, ordeafblind 
use their white canes, they arc 'One 
StcpCloser' to thriving indepcndantly 
in a sighted world. People who are 
blind have used the cane as a tool for 
independent travel for centuries, but 
it was not until 1921 that the white 
cane became a symbol of blindness 
and acccssability. This year, from 
February 4-10, communities across 
Canada will celebrate the 
achevements of those who arc blind, 
visually impared, or dcafblind dur- 
ing White Cane Week. 

Organized by the Canadain 
Council of the Blind (CCB) and The 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind (CNIB), the week's focus is to 
raise awareness about the issues and 
chal langcs facing Canad ians who are 
blind or visually impared. 

People who use white canes 
are no different than anyone else. 
Their white cane is an essential tool 
for travel helping them to get around 
safely on their own. But in today's 
society there arc still misconceptions 
about the white cane and the thou- 
sands of peole who use them. 

"When you meet a person who 
is blind or visually impared, the key 
word is person', not 'blind,'" states 
Dr. Eucid Heric, president and CEO 
of the Candain National Institute for 
the Blind. "It's important to remem- 
ber that people who are blind or visu- 
ally impared arc individuals who do 
the same things as people who are 
sighted, they just use different tech- 
niques sometimes." 

It was English photographer 
James Biggs, who had lost his sight 
that began to use a white cane to let 
people in his community know that 
he was blind. In North America, the 
promotion of the White Cane is at- 
tributed to the Lions Clubs Interna- 
tional. 

In 1930, a Lions Club mem- 
ber watched intently as a blind man 
attempted to cross the street with a 
black cane that was barely visable to 
motorists against the dark pavement. 
The Lions club came up with idea of 
painting the cane white. In 1931. the 
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Feb 4-10, 2001 

Lions Clubs International adopted the 
promotion of white canes for people 
who are blind as a national program. 

White Cane Week was first 
launched when a group of blind peo- 
ple felt that there was a lack of under- 
standing about what the white cane 
represented. In 1947, the first week 
of February was designated White 
Cane Week by the Canadian Council 
of the Blind and The Candian Na- 
tional Institute for the Blind. 

The Canadian Council of the 
Blind is a national consumer organi- 
zation representing the interests of 
people who are blind or visually 
impared. Founded in 1944, the CCB 
strived to improve the quality of life 
for all Canadians who are blind 
through social, recreational and ad- 
vocacy programs. 

The CNIB is a non-profit, vol- 
untary agency established in 1918. 
The CNIB offers quality rehabilita- 
tion services to people who are blind, 
visually impared of dcafblind through 
a network of 57 centres. 

Today, the white cane is the 
symbol of blindness as well as cour- 
age and an independent spirit. The 
focus of the week is on the abilities, 
concerns and needs of the people 
who are blind, visually impared or 
dcafblind. All across Canada people 
are Icarnign more about blindness 
and vision loss during White Cane 
Week.

Health Centre to Partner a Long-Term 

Care Facility in Sudbury

Laurentian University and the 
St. Joseph's Health Centre take great 
pride in announcing that they will 
partner to develop a long-term facil- 
ity in the City of Greater Sudbury. 
Through this partnership, the St. 
Joseph 's Health Centre will lease 28.4 
acres from Laurentian University and 
build a long-term care facility. This 
property is located on South Bay Road 
and is adjacent to Bethel Lake and 
Laurentian's Health Sciences Edu- 
cation Resource Centre. 

"The site was selected by the 
St. Joseph's Health Centre's Build- 
ing and Property Committee because 
it offers the greatest partnership po- 
tential opportunities in research and 
educational initiatives, its institutional 
zoning and its access to site serv- 
ices," explained Sister Bonnie 
MacLellan, CEO, St. Joseph's Health 
Centre. As a result of this agreement, 
St. Joseph's Health Centre will begin 
work on the design and development 
of the long-term care facility, which 
is expected to be operational by March 
2003. 

This new health facility will 
have 96 long-term care beds, the 
number awarded by the Ministry of 
Health and Long-Term Care for the 
City of Greater Sudbury. The St. 
Joseph's Health Centre will submit a 
proposal to the Ministry for an addi- 
tional 32 long-term care beds on Janu- 
ary 31, 2001. "The need for long- 
term care beds within our area is 
ever-increasing as our population 
continues to age-in-place. The St. 
Joseph's Health Centre is committed 
to developing additional long-term 
care beds should they become avail- 
able," stated Sister Bonnie 




MacLellan. 

"We look forward to this ex- 
citing partnership with Laurentian 
University," declared Sister Shirley 
Anderson, Chair of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the St. Joseph's Health Cen- 
tre. "This site will allow us to move 
forward in various areas of health 
research and education, which will 
allow us to be a geriatric centre of 
excellence for Northeastern Ontario." 

Both Mr. Bob Del Frate, Chair 
of LU's Board of Governors and Dr. 
Jean Watters, LU President, stated 
that "the University is very pleased to 
be partnering with the St. Joseph's 
Health Centre. This arrangement fits 
in with Laurentian's master plan in 
terms of vision, partnerships and land 
usage. As the Greater City of Sud- 
bury evolves into a regional centre 
for Northeastern Ontario, its role has 
changed and it has become a leader in 
providing services to the surround- 
ing areas and municipalities. Since 
the Greater City of Sudbury contin- 
ues to assume a greater role in the 
areas of education and health care, 
this partnership fits perfectly with 
this requirement." 

Mr. Ron Purcell, Executive 
Director of Laurentian Enterprises, 



spearheaded this partnership. "This 
is the first of many partnerships that 
the University will be developing 
within the community to broaden its 
relationships with both the public and 
private sectors. This will enhance 
Laurentian's role in Northeastern 
Ontario," explained Mr. Purcell. 

Dr. Geoffrey Tesson, Execu- 
tive Director of Health Initiatives at 
Laurentian University, is convinced 
that the partnership will benefit Lau- 
rentian students, and faculty mem- 
bers. "Having a long-term care facil- 
ity situated right next to the Lauren- 
tian campus offers some major ben- 
efits to the entire University commu- 
nity. A number of our programs ad- 
dress issues related to care for the 
elderly, and having a facility at our 
doorstep will open a range of place- 
ment opportunities for our students 
as well as research possibilities for 
both faculty and students. Like many 
communities, Sudbury has an aging 
population and the University is com- 
mitted to working with all long-term 
care facilities in the region. It will 
lead the way in training professionals 
to work with the elderly and direct 
research efforts at solving problems 
that the elderly face."

On Friday, January 26, Lau- 
rentian University's School of Engi- 
neering, along with Berkshire Secu- 
rities Inc., announced that a Women 
in Motion Conference will be held on 
campus on May 2, 200 1 . The Confer- 
ence is aimed at grades 8 and 9 
women, inhopesof encouraging them 
to pursue professional careers in en- 
gineering, accounting, business and 
the military. 250 students are ex- 
pected to attend this year's Confer- 
ence. 

Women in Motion is a student 
career conference organization in 
Ontario that boasts reaching 1 8 000 
students in the past two years. It is 
committed to "creating and fostering 
an educational environment that will 
improve the level of awareness of the 
diversity in the career opportunities 
for young women in the 2 1st cen- 
tum " Its program is designed to "al- 
low students, educators, parents and 
women from business and industry to 
explore, in an energized and motiva- 
tional format, the many career paths 
that young women can pursue in the 
next century". 

At the newsconference, Akela 
Peoples, founder of Women in Mo- 




tion revealed the initiatives of this 
first Conference in Northern Ontario. 
She staled that the goal of the Confer- 
ence is to expose students to local 
business women who can serve as 
role models. She also stressed that 
the Conference is driven by interac- 
tive activities and emphasized, "mo- 
tivation is pivotal". 

Ruby Loughccd-Yawney, of 
Berkshire Securities Inc. added that 
the Conference is not a trade show, 
but a series of interactive workshops. 



She also commented that these work- 
shops will reflect the needs of French 
and Native women in the commu- 
nity. She further remarked that the 
Conference will aim to include rural 
communities, in part through 
videoconferencing, to alert them to 
the possibilities available to women. 

Captain Ken Charles, of the 
Canadian Armed Forces, spoke en- 
thusiastically of the Conference. He 
argued that it exposes women to dif- 
ferent occupations available to them 
in the military. He also stated that 
there is considerable competition 
among industries for women and the 
Conference makes students aware of 
this environment. 

Laurentian's Lionel Rudd, of 
the School of Engineering, made 
opening and concluding remarks 
about the Conference. He affirmed 
its aim to encourage young women to 
seek professional careers in science 
and business. He further argued that 
women have a place in these fields to 
excel and that the Conference serves 
to further "dispel myths" and "get rid 
of barriers". Rudd concluded, "the 
sky is no longer the limit".

Blood Donor Clinic Results for January 24, 2001 from the hours 
of 9 am - 1 1 am and 1 pm - 3 pm. 38 donors attended, 30 donors donated 
and8 donors were unable to donate due to medical reasons. 

This was the most successful clinic up to date. The original 
collection goal was 22 units, this goal was not only met but surpassed 
by 8 additional units of blood. A total of 1 20 patients within the City 
of Greater Sudbury area will benefit from these donations. 

Many donors that booked appointments during the first portion 
of the clinic did not attend; we needed additional ten individuals who 
would be willing to roll up their sleeves at a very short notice. I 
personally went to two student lounges, the Great Hall, and two 
computer labs, the response was not encouraging. However, many who 
said they couldn't decided to attend in the afternoon session. This 
created a 'backlog' from 2pm to 3pm. It normally takes 45 minutes to 
1 hour from beginning to end to donate, unfortunately this time range 
was exceeded. We at Canadian Blood Services would also like to 
apologize for any inconvenience the time lapse may have caused during 
the afternoon portion of the clinic. We do hope that this will not 
discourage new or repeat donors to attend upcoming events. This 
problem has been addressed and we are in the process of rectify the 
problem. 

The next Blood Donor Clinic is scheduled for February 28, 200 1 
at the J.M. Desmarais Library Foyer from 9 am - 1 1 am and 1 pm - 3 pm .

Most people may have noticed 
a few minor things about Lambda 
and L'Orignal Dechaine, but didn't 
really pick up on what was really 
happening. A dead moose and an 
eight page Lambda? Most people 
may have figured we were just get- 
ting lazy, but that is far from the 
truth. 

The reason for the flyer-sized 
Lambda last week was purely due to 
financial and staffing problems. I 
have mentioned this before and once 
again Lambda is working with the 
smallest staff in the last 15 years. 
The paper, although we have had a 
few new writers join, is basically 
put together by five people. I have 
seen Lambda struggle with ten to 
fifteen staff members, but five is 
getting almost impossible. 

Another problem we had was 
yet another computer has died in our 
office. One down, two to go and no 
more Lambda, in a last-ditch effort 



to try and save a bit of money we 
dropped the size of last week 's paper 
from 1 6 pages to 8, halving our print- 
ing cost. We would have dropped the 
paper completely, but we had con- 
tracts with national advertisers which 
could not be broken. 

Another strange thing that 
happened last week was on Tuesday 
students found themselves looking at 
what is rumored to be the last issue of 
L'Orignal Dechaine. Although the 
paper is a much smaller paper in 
comparison to Lambda, it still is a 
pretty hard shot as one of two student 
newspapers on Laurentian's campus 
folds. According to my sources the 
January 23rd issue is it for the year, 
and maybe for good. So what hap- 
pened? Since no one from that paper 
or the AEF would really comment, I 
would have to guess it comes from a 
lack of support and the rising finan- 
cial problems that the AEF is finding 
itself in. 

Earlier this year, I found out 
that the AEF is in major debt and 
since they fully run and financially 
support L'Orignal, the cut of a small 



student newspapermakes a small dent 
in their rising costs. Rumors have 
already circulated that the AEF is on 
the brink of total shutdown, but in- 
stead of giving in they are just slash- 
ing every where they can. 

Now many of you have prob- 
ably heard me talk in a negative way 
about my counterpart Francophone 
newspaper, but I feel it is a little sad 
that they are going to be gone. Stu- 
dent journalism is a major force and 
for a paper to be shut down is the 
same as squashing a students free- 
dom of expression and thought. Stu- 
dent newspapers, good or bad, need 
the time to fully establish themselves. 
L'Orinial was around for a while, but 
I have to admit that the paper, beyond 
the SGA bashing slander that cropped 
up every September, was really start- 
ing to become a good looking paper. 

Could Lambda be next on the 
chopping block? I would have to say 
yes and no. No, Lambda will not be 
gone completely but student newspa- 
pers need student support. Lambda 
has a great group of dedicated writ- 
ers, editors and staff, but it gets harder 



and harder by the day to keep the 
paper up tot he level that students 
expect. 

One student came up to me 
and flat out told me he expects "a 
good newspaper that has everything 
he wants to read every week." I'm 
glad that this student and others turn 
to Lambda for that, but this student 
also needed to listen to what he was 
saying. In my opinion, this student 
took for granted that the paper just 
appeared on the stands every Thurs- 
day morning. What he expects and 
the reality of running a student news- 
paper is very different. I wish we 
could produce a Toronto Star sized 
paper that everyone loved on a 
weekly basis but it just isn't possible 
at this point. 

Lambda is sticking around... 
but it is up to the students just how 
much content there is and the fre- 
quency of it arriving. That, my 
friends, is the reality of student jour- 
nalism.

The Blues dominated the game right 
from the tip off; forcing the Lady 
Vees to struggle at both ends of the 
court.

Voyageurs vs. Rams 

Following the Lady Vees 
game on Friday night, the Voyageurs 
men's basketball team played host to 
their OUA East rival, the Ryerson 
Rams. Given that the Voyageurs were 
defeated quite handily by Ryerson in 
their previous meeting on the Rams 
home floor, expectations were of ret- 
ribution seemed fleeting. 

A dismally boring, and un- 
eventful first half saw both teams 
open the game with poor shooting 
from the field and free throw line. 
Add sloppy play and numerous turno- 
vers, the two teams ended the second 
half with Laurentian trailing 3 1 -30 in 
a game that was a comedy of errors. 

Unfortunately, the second half 
was much like the first for the 
Voyageurs while the Rams stepped 
up their play and their shooting from 
the field. Laurentian trailed by as 
much as 9 points midway through the 
second half before a timeout by 
Voyageurs head coach Virgil Hill 
sparked the team, and they began to 
scrape away at the lead. 

Laurentian was able to slowly 
close the deficit to three points with 
just undertwo minutes, the Rams and 
Voyageurs traded baskets until Lau- 
rentian forward Jim Jefferson sank 
the tying three-pointer with 31 sec- 
onds left on the game clock. Ryerson 
had possession and was looking for 



the last shot. 

Rams forward Sasha 
Ivankovic threw up a shot that went 
out of bounds to Laurentian with 5 
seconds remaining on the clock. The 
ball was inbounded to guard Jim 
Jefferson, who carried it the length of 
the court, pulled up and buried the 
game winning shot as the final buzzer 
sounded and the Voyageurs took the 
victory 70-67. 

Jan-Michael Nation led the 
way for Ryerson with a 2 1 points and 
added 8 rebounds, but the night be- 
longed to game hero Jim Jefferson 
who in addition to hitting the buzzer 
beater, paced Laurentian with a 22 
point effort. Leon Sutton was a force 
under the glass for the Voyageurs 
rounding up game high 1 1 rebounds. 

The win improves the Lau- 
rentian 's record to 6-7 on the year 
and drops Ryerson to 7-5 as the battle 
for the final playoff spot in the East 
really heats up. 

Voyageurs vs. Varsity Blues 

Following their close victory 
over the Ryerson Rams, the 
Voyageurs took on the University of 
Toronto Blues Sunday evening in the 
Ben Avery Gymnasium. Our Lau- 
rentian Voyageurs once again rose to 
the occasion to bring themselves up 
to .500 and defeated the Blues 73-69 
in what was a closely contested bat- 
tle. 

The first half saw Laurentian 
out in front 37-34, and although both 



teams shot poorly, the Voyageurs 
were able to out rebound the Blues 
24-13, a skill that they have sorely 
been lacking this season. 
Leading the way for Laurentian in the 
first half was veteran Clifton Edwards 
with 1 1 points and 4 rebounds, while 
Dwayne Burton was not far behind 
with 6 first half rebounds. 

A great offensive effort saw 
Laurentian improve their shooting 
percentage in the second half to 52%, 
while a stepped up defensive effort 
forced Toronto's to fall to 38%. How- 
ever, the increased defensive pres- 
sure made up for the additional 10 
turnovers Laurentian gave away in 
the second half, and gave them the 
edge they needed. Laurentian took a 
65-60 lead with 3 minutes remaining, 
and the Varsity Blues were unable to 
make up the ground. 

With the Voyageurs ahead by 
2 and the score at 71-69, with 4 sec- 
onds remaining, Leon Sutton was 
fouled. He sunk both free throws to 
seal the Blues fate and earn himself 
Player of the Game honours. Sutton 
scored 16 points, including 10 for 10 
from the free throw line and 8 re- 
bounds. 

Laurentian coach Virgil Hill com- 
mented "this was a hard fought win 
over a good defensive and well 
coached team... we stepped and did 
what we had to..." This win im- 
proves the Voyageurs record to an 
even .500, 7-7.

Carruth Gets 18 Years 



in Prison

Former NFL player Rae 
Carruth was sentenced Monday to at 
least 18 years, 11 months in prison 
forhisroleinthe 1999 shooting death 
of his pregnant girlfriend. 

Superior Court Judge Charles 
Lamm sentenced Carruth after hear- 
ing emotional testimony from the 
parents of Cherica Adams, who was 
eight months pregnant when she was 
shot four times in November 1 999. 
She died a month later. Her mother, 
Saundra, said she forgives Carruth, 
but "in no way do I think he should 
get off easy for what he has done." 

"He 's already gotten the great- 
est of mercy - his life is scared," she 
said. "Let him take the punishment 
not of a little boy, but of a man one 
time. Let him know he needs some 
help." 

Adams, 24, was mortally 
wounded in an attack prosecutors said 
Carruth set up to avoid paying child 
support. Prosecutors said he used his 
white Ford Expedition to block 
Adams' car so a hired gunman could 
shoot her. Saundra Adams also said 
the child had cerebral palsy. 

Carruth - convicted of con- 
spiracy to commit murder, shooting 
into an occupied vehicle, and using 
an instrument with the intent to de- 
stroy an unborn child - is to serve at 
least 1 8 years, 1 1 months, with a 
maximum of 24 years, four months. 
He will get credit for the roughly 1 4 
months he was jailed awaiting trial. 

Carruth stared at the judge, 
showing no emotion, as Lamm an- 



nounced the sentence. Defence law- 
yer David Rudolf immediately filed 
notice of appeal. Adams' parents and 
other relatives embraced one another 
as the hearing ended. 

Saundra Adams also testified 
that her grandson Chancellor, deliv- 
ered prematurely by emergency Cae- 
sarean section after the shooting, is 
developmentally disabled and has 
cerebral palsy. 

"He can't hold onto his bottle 
... he has trouble even holding onto 
the rattle," she said. "He's not any- 
where near taking his first step. The 
doctors are telling me he might not 
take a first step until he is three years 
old or older." 

Rudolf asked the judge to con- 
sider mitigating circumstances, in- 
cluding the fact that Carruth had no 
criminal record prior to the shooting, 
and that he served as a mentor to 
youngsters. Prosecutor Gentry 
Caudill argued that Carruth played a 
lead role in the crime and took advan- 
tage of Adams' "misplaced" trust in 
him. He also noted that Carruth has 
shown "not one ounce of remorse," 
for Adams' death. "He offered no 
assistance as Cherica lay dying from 
those wounds," Caudill said. 

Lamm also rejected a defence 
motion to vacate Carruth's convic- 
tions, which Rudolf said were incon- 
sistent with the jury's decision Fri- 
day to acquit Carruth of first-degree 
murder. Prosecutor David Graham 
said previous court rulings have al- 
lowed such verdicts.

No Fair Catches: 



XFL Rule Highlights

Highlighted by the banning 
of fair catches on punts, the XFL 
today announced key rules changes 
for the league's upcoming season. In 
addition to eliminating fair catches, 
the XFL has also modified current 
punting rules in several other ways to 
introduce the "most exciting fourth 
down in football." Most prominently 
among these changes is the fact that 
in the XFL, any punt traveling more 
than 25 yards will be a live ball recov- 
erable by either team. 

"You can sure that no fan will 
get a drink or go to the bathroom 
during an XFL punt," said XFL Presi- 
dent Basil V. DeVito, Jr. "When the 
punter lets fly anything can happen. 
The strategic possibilities are end- 
less." 

With the banning of the fair 
catch also comes protection for punt 
returners in the form of a five-yard 
protective "halo" by potential tack- 
lers until the punt is caught, and mem- 
bers of the kicking team will not be 
able to release from the line of scrim- 
mage until the ball is kicked. 

Another major XFL rules 
change involves the point after touch- 
down, which also has been changed 
to eliminate what has become foot- 
ball's most automatic score. In the 
XFL, there will be no PAT kicks, 
instead teams will have to run or pass 
from the two-yard line to score one 
point. What's more, since the clock 
will be running during this play, any 
fumbled or intercepted attempt can 
be returned by the defending team for 
a one point score of its own. 

Taking two pages out of the 
college rules book, the XFL will re- 
quire that a receiver or defender need 
only one foot inbounds to make a 
reception or interception, and that a 
quarterback is deemed down when 
his forward progress is halted, thus 
there is no "in-the-grasp" rule. Con- 
trary to some reports, XFL 
quarterbacks will be protected should 
they slide or otherwise give them- 
selves up and hcadslaps are illegal. 

In the other major rules 



changes, the XFL will return to the 
good old days of pass defense as 
defensive backs will be able to em- 
ploy the "bump and run" all the way 
down the field. The league will also 
utilize a 35-second clock between 
plays when the clock has been 
stopped, 25 seconds when there is no 
stoppage in time. 

"We haven't really invented 
any totally new plays but have incor- 
porated certain rules from other pro- 
fessional and collegiate leagues, past 
and present, to create a faster-paced, 
higher-excitement brand of football," 
said XFL Vice President of Football 
Operations Mike Keller. 

In addition to these rules 
changes, the XFL also announced 
that no game will end in a tie due to its 
"can you top this" overtime rule, in 
which both teams will get the ball at 
least once. Each team will get four 
downs to score from the opponent's 
20 yard line. However, if team A 
scores a touchdown in less that four 
downs, team B only gets that many 
downs to respond. Should neither 
team score, or should each team score 
the same amount of points on the 
same down, the first time around, 
they'll do it again until there's a win- 
ner. 

"We think we have come up 
with an innovative, unique and fair 
way to decide a game which tied after 
regulation," said Keller. "We wanted 
both teams to get the ball at least once 
in overtime, but if the first team scores 
a touchdown on the first play, every- 
one in the building and everyone 
watching on TV will know that if the 
second team doesn't put it in the end 
zone on the first play, the game is 
over." 

All of the league's rules will 
soon be available when the XFL dis- 
tributes its first-ever Rules Book prior 
to the start of the season on February 
3. All XFL rules will be posted on the 
league's Web site, XFL.com. 

HOW DO XFL RULES DIFFER? 
The major rule changes adopted in- 
clude: 



THE MOST EXCITING FOURTH 
DOWN IN FOOTBALL: 
No fair catches are permitted, but the 
returning player is granted a 5-yard 
protected area or "halo" where a mem- 
ber of the kicking team may not en- 
croach until the ball is touched, and 
the kicking team may not cross the 
line of scrimmage until the ball is 
punted. At the same time, any punt 
traveling more than 25 yards past the 
line of scrimmage is a live ball and 
can be recovered by either team. 

POINT AFTER TOUCHDOWN: 
There will be no kicking of extra 
points. Teams will run a play from 
the two-yard line, and will receive 
one point if the conversion is suc- 
cessful. During the conversion the 
clock will be running, therefore the 
defensive team can earn one point by 
returning a fumble or interception 
into the opponent's end zone. 

ONE FOOT INBOUNDS: 
As per the current collegiate rule, a 
receiver/defender needs only one foot 
inbounds on a reception/interception. 

SHORTER PLAY CLOCK: 
Teams have 35 seconds to get a play 
off after previous play is ruled dead 
and 25 seconds following any clock 
stoppage. 

OTHERS 

- One man on offense may be in 
forward motion outside of the tack- 
les. 

- Defensive players may use bump- 
and-run tactics on offensive players 
down the field. 

- Returning teams must run kickoffs 
back out of the end zone, unless the 
kick carries through the end zone. 

- Head slaps are illegal. 

HOW DOES OVERTIME 
WORK? 

Each team will get the ball at least 
once: 

Each team will have four 
downs from the opponent's 20-yard 



line. Team A may not attempt a field 
goal until fourth down. If Team A 
scores a touchdown in less than four 
downs then team B must score in the 
same number of downs. There will be 
PAT attempts. 

THE BREAKDOWN: 

A. Each team will have a possession 
Exception: Team B intercepts a pass 
or fumble and returns it for a score. 
Game over. 

B. Ball will be placed on the 20-yard 
line. No 1 st down possible. 

C. Team A cannot attempt a field 
goal until 4th down. 

D. If a touchdown is scored by the 
first team in overtime on either 1st , 
2nd , 3rd , or 4th down the team on 
defense must match the down and the 
score or be declared the loser. 

E. If no touchdown was^scored by the 
first team in overtime, the defense 
can waive the first three downs and 
choose a fourth down to attempt a 
field goal to win the game. 

F. PAT attempts will be from the 2- 
yard line. 

G. The defense can return an inter- 
ception or a fumble for a score. A 
scrimmage down returned fora touch- 
down - 6 points. A returned PAT - 1 
point. 

H. If you score a touchdown and on 
the try Team B intercepts and returns 
it for a score, they get one point and 
the ball on the 20-yard line for a 
chance to win. Exception: When the 
team that was on defense first has a 
PAT returned for a score after the 
original offensive team had already 
scored. 

Example: Team A scores a TD - 6 
points but misses the PAT. Team B 
scores a TD - 6 points. On their PAT, 
Team A intercepts a pass and returns 
it for a 1 -point score. Team A wins 7- 
6. 

I. If neither team scores or both teams 
score the same number of points over- 
time will continue until a winner is 
declared. The team on defense dur- 
ing the first overtime will be on 
offense for the second overtime.

co-directors Joe Livecchi and John 
Bonito of NBC 2000 thought it would 
be a natural tie-in to introduce the 
world to the XFL cheerleaders by 
placing them in a variety of football- 
related settings.

One revealing promo,

to Livecchi, "There was a lot of na- 
kedness. Finding what falls within 
what's acceptable for television was 
somewhat of a challenge." He's not 
kidding. The spot required 28-takes 
to ensure that they had enough "air- 
able" material to make it past the 
censors. 

Other spots show the indi- 
viduality and umm... attributes. ..of 
each XFL Cheerleader. Livecchi ac- 
knowledges that, in the end, "We 
knew were pushing the line a little 
bit, which is after all, what the XFL is 
all about."

Frequently Asked 
XFL Questions 

1. What will be the base compensation in the XFL? 

In the XFL, kicking specialist base salary will be approximately $35,000 
for a ten game season, quarterbacks base salary will be approximately 
$50,000, and all players at other positions will be paid approximately 
$45,000 in base salary. 

2. How does the XFL bonus system work? 

XFL players may be able to increase their earnings through bonus 
payments earned during the XFL season. Each XFL player on the active 
roster of a team winning an XFL regular season game will receive an 
incentive bonus of approximately $2 ,500 for each win. The active players 
on the championship XFL team will receive a $25,000 bonus. Other 
bonuses may be available as determined by the XFL. 

3. What is the term of the XFL contract? 

The XFL contract term is six months with a League option for an 
additional year. 

4. How are players allocated to specific teams by the XFL? 

For the 2001 season, players will initially enter the XFL through the XFL 
Player Allocation and Selection System (P.A.S.S.). A number of players 
will be allocated through territorial allocation, however, the majority of 
players will be drafted into the XFL through the XFL Draft which will 
begin in Chicago on October 28th, 2000. 

5. Do XFL teams have mini-camps? 

The XFL has tentatively scheduled two mini-camps for each XFL team 
this fall. All eight XFL teams willhold their mini -camps in their respective 
cities. The first mini-camp is scheduled for November 1 3th, 2000 through 
November 20th, 2000. The second mini -camp is scheduled for December 
1 1th, 2000 through December 1 8th, 2000. 

6. How long is training camp in the XFL? 

XFL Training camps will run from January 2nd, 2001 until January 28th, 
2001. 

7. How many players go to training camp in the XFL? 

For the 2001 season each XFL team will carry 70 players into training 
camp. The teams will cut to 63 on January 1 4th 2001 and to 55 on January 
21st, 2001. XFL rosters will be finalized with 38 active players and 7 
practice squad players on January 28th, 2001. 

8. When does the XFL season start? 

The XFL season begins in February 3rd, 2001 and ends on April 21st, 
2001 , with the inaugural XFL Championship Game.

Real TV : Hew Real Is It?

About ten years ago some genius at MTV came up with a marvelous 
idea, or at least what he may have thought to be one. Why not create a 
television series that allows us to peek into the real lives of a groupof people 
and see what makes them tick? It could be made uncut, uncensored, and 
be totally real. Sure, seemed like a great idea, but really how much of that 
actually worked out? 

To a certain degree, it remains uncut. But due to television 
standards, the audience doesn't want to see .. blah blah. Sufficeit to say, a 
good deal of content gets cut out. Think of it this way; The Real World 
released one episode per week, which was a half hour in length. In one 
week, there arc seven days, with twenty-four hours a piece. This gives you 
a total of one hundred and sixty eight hours of Real World life. Of course, 
people sleep, so let's estimate about eight hours a night. That makes about 
fifty six hours a week of sleep, and leaves us with one hundred and twelve 
hours of Real World life.

To solve this problem, the shows will edit over and over again to 
ensure that they get the juiciest scenes to put on the air, but that of course 
satisfy programming standards. This naturally means no visible sex, as 
well as no nudity. However, if they are say cuddling and covered, then they 
appeartobe okay. But it's not so much the sex that gets aired the most often, 
but the arguing and catfights. 

This is where the uncensoring shows its lack of validity in the 
scheme of the show. You get angry and upset, for the most part people tend 
to cuss. And for some of us, a lot more than others. Same applies to real 
people on television. Some arguments will have every other word censored 
out due to its hostile, and profane nature. Not only will the audience be 
sitting there trying to figure out exactly what the person was saying by word 
substitution, but also be amused by the frequency of the beeping. So in a 
sense, this part of the show does contain elements of reality. People swear 
in real life, as they do on camera. 

But when it comes right down to it, all we end up seeing are the really 
nitty gritty details of their lives. Unless there is sufficient romantic 
interludes between characters, there is really nothing exciting that happens 
to keep viewers' interests locked on the show. This is why the dirty 
arguments get aired and viewed by millions of people each week, simply 
to keep them tuned in. 

Despite the fact that the network 's methods are perhaps not the most 
moralistic ones out there, they do however rake in millions of dollars a year 
off the lives of a few people whom were lucky enough to be cast on the 
program. Whatever they are doing clearly appeals to the masses, so it 
seems doubtful that this trend is going to die out anytime in the near future.

Howcxciting is watching a person do laundry, orcooking bacon? Not 
exactly mind-blowing. Well, if the person was naked, then maybe ... But 
people don't do those type of things. And even if they did, the network 
couldn't air it anyway. People say that sex sells. True, but when you can't 
sell sex, what's left? 

Animosity, betrayal, and pain. Viewers like to hate characters, loathe 
others, and sympathize with few. There are of course the ones people like, 
but usually there is a hidden reason behind it.

Though it may have taken 
awhile, ABC finally found a way to 
create a reality tv show that is differ- 
ent from all the others. Though it 
may not seem nearly as addictive as 
the new show Temptation Island, they 
will nonetheless find success for their 
originality with The Mole. 

The commercials advertizing 
the show aren't exactly the most de- 
scriptive on the market, but they do 
seem to get the main idea of the show 
across in a semi-logical form. The 
cast consists of ten people, five men 
and 5 women, which are swept off to 
a new location each week where they 
have to complete specific tasks. As 
they advertize it, ten players, visiting 
four countries on two continents, with 
an amazing total of thirty-four cities 
in twenty-eight days. 

The game tends to encour- 
age and insist upon teamwork, re- 
warding the players with a prize at 
the end, making it seem worthwhile. 
For each task completed, they are 
given a sum of money. 

The problem here is that one 
member is not all that he/she appears 
to be. The mole is a member of the 
group that was strategically put there 
to ensure that the mission will not be 
completed as planned. If they suc- 
ceed in sabotaging the mission, then 
the group misses out on their prize 
money. This is why it is essential that 
while completing their mission, they 
also have to try and figure out who 
amongst them is the mole. 

To make the show more in- 
teresting, there is the elimination of a 
player every few days. This is done

by the contestants being quizzed 
about the mole. Imagine how hard 
this is, considering that for the most 
part they don't have a clue who it is, 
and they are quizzed on questions 
such as the mole 's sex, what they had 
for breakfast, where he/she is from .. 
personal details that, for the most 
part, they couldn't possibly know. 
So what it comes down to is being 
able to make lucky guesses. 

The person who has the 
worst luck, that is, gets the most 
questions wrong, ends up having to 
leave the group. They are from there 
ejected from the game, losing their 
chance at a chunk of the money. 
This continues from until they are 
down to three players; two of whom 
are contestants, and the mole. Then 
another quiz is taken, at which point 
another of the contestants is sent 
home. The contestant that is left 



wins the prize money. 

A player can, at any point, 
take a guess at who the mole is, but if 
they wager wrong, then they are auto- 
matically ejected from the game. 
Hence with strong suspiscions, a per- 
son could actually make it to the end 
if they make the effort to learn as 
much as they possibly could about the 
person whom they suspect to be the 
mole amongst them. 

The show itself is rather in- 
teresting because thechallenges/ tasks 
set before them require not only physi- 
cal endurance, but also mental skill to 
be able to logically figure out the 
problems, as well as the mole. Being 
more of a game where brains prevail, 
and not popularity, it's set to be one of 
the better reality tv shows to be on the 
air this year. So keep your eye on it, 
and see if you can figure out who the 
mole is yourself. 
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Could You Survive? 



Of all the new shows that 
emerged last year from the tv net- 
works, who would have thought that 
CBS would have came out with one 
of the most successful of them all? 
Well, by some twist of fate, that's 
exactly what happened. CBS had 
apparently bought the rights to the 
script of a real life drama called Sur- 
vivor. 

The plot of the show was pretty 
simple, and was totally fresh idea. 
Networks love fresh ideas, so of 
course it was snatched up immedi- 
ately. It's apretty basic script consid- 
ering that most of it is unpredictable. 
Focusing on how the players behave, 
and their decisions, there is little left 
to plan other than the events that are 
to take place over the period of time 
that the series would run. 

The premise of the show was 
pretty much already there: take six- 
teen people, divide them into two 
groups (which will be called tribes), 
and have them meet every three days 
to undergo two different challenges. 
For the first, the reward challenge, 
the winner is graced with a prize, 
such as hammocks, towels, chickens; 
something that they would ordinarily 
not have in the wild. The second, 
however, consists of the immunity 
challenge, which had a little more 
risk than the first. In the immunity 
challenge, the loser would have to 
attend a tribal council that evening 
and vote off a member of their team. 
Since most people hate having to turn 
on friends, the incentive here is to do 
well so you don' t have to vote anyone 
off. The reward is another three days 
with your new buddies. 

Once they get down to ten 
players, the two tribes merge to form 
one. And from here on out, it's every 
man, and woman, for his or herself. 
Reward challenges remain, as do 




immunity, and it's pretty much a free 
for all to make it into the final two. 
Every player ends up with a little 
money, but second prize is $ 1 00,000, 
which is sweet, but pales next to the 
$1 ,000,000 the winner receives. 

So with that down, all that's 
left is location and players. The 
location would clearly have to be 
isolated enough so that no media could 
get through, nor could any players 
sneak away for a Big Mac in between 
scenes, but not so isolated that it 
would pose problems if help was 
needed, or conditions that could se- 
verely threaten the lives of the play- 
ers. So producers settled on the in- 
habited island of PulauTiga. Set in a 
warmer climate, it leaves the players 
with the ability to wear more com- 
fortable clothing and not have to 
worry about freezing to death, nor of 
dying of heat exhaustion. So all that 
was left now was the players them- 
selves. 

Advertizing over radios na- 
tionwide was how CBS got its en- 
tries. People were asked to submit a 
videocassette as theirtryout, and from 
the piles of cassettes received they 
picked theirsixteencontestants. Their 



ages varied by about 50 years, with 
the youngest two being 22, and the 
oldest being 72. It seemed that pro- 
ducers were trying to get as broad a 
range of characters as possible. What 
they ended up with was, well, sur- 
prising. 

Despite what many people 
thought, and just as many were out- 
raged over, it was the most outright 
devious and deceptive person that 
won. He never even tried to hide it! 
He was a jerk, and everyone knew it, 
and they still voted for him! But the 
contestants had spoken, and the 
money was dished out, much to the 
dismay of the viewers. 

Being such a hit, the networks 
naturally brought the show back for a 
second season, which started 
Superbowl Sunday. There are six- 
teen new contestants, and this time 
around they're set in the Australian 
Outback. It seems same rules apply, 
and same monetary prizes will be 
given out. Hell, even the contestants 
seem the same. So pretty much ex- 
pect for a season that is pretty much 
a repeat of the last. But as far as tv 
goes, that's nothing really new, is it? 



THE REAL WORLD 



Every trend has to start some- 
where, and reality tv started with The 
Real World. After nine series in nine 
different cities with different cast 
members in each house, MTV defi- 
nitely found a good thing and found 
way to drag it out so that it kept going, 
and going, and of course, going. 

The series has a long history 
of heartaches and heartwarmers, 
whether it be the tears shed or cast 
members cozying up, the series has 
actually managed to develop a clan 
of followers who would be lost with- 
out their weekly dose of 'The Real 
World'. All in all, to have lasted this 
long, one can say that it's a pretty 
successful venture. 

MTV hasn't necessarily re- 
stricted the settings of the shows to 
the United States exclusively. True, 
most of the set-ups have been in places 
like Miami, Los Angeles, Seattle, 
and New York, but there was actually 
one season where the cast was set up 
in a nice pad in London. However, 
the locations do always seem to be 
limited to big, urbanized cities. The 
show probably wouldn't be nearly as 
appealing if they were living on un- 
cle Bob's pig farm. 



For the most part, the series 
consisted of MTV sorting through 
the thousandsof applications that they 
would receive yearly for the upcom- 
ing season of The Real World, to find 
seven individuals that seem to be, 
well, pretty much as opposite of one 
another as humanly possible. The 
adults (the ages typically range from 
about 20 to 28) come from just as 
broad a range of backgrounds, as 
well as from different locations all 
over their great nation (aka the US A). 
The exception here lies with the sea- 
son in London, where the cast con- 
sisted of a people from the world 
around. Though the tally still ringed 
up a total of three Americans, there 
were two from Britain, one from Ger- 
many, and one Australian. 

For each season there seems 
to always be two members of the 
household (of the opposite sexes) that 
end up getting involved. It doesn't 
necessarily always work out in the 
end, but considering that they are 
placed into a house together, for five 
months, it's rather safe to presume 
that of the seven people in there at 
least two are going to try and do 
something. In some cases, the people 



who end up hooking up aren't even 
single, and try to figure out ways to 
juggle the person back home with 
keeping their present companion in 
their bed. Considering it's on tv, 
what do you think the odds are of this 
working out in the end? 

And accompanying the 
steamy romance scenes, there are of 
course the off-the-wall arguments 
that keep people tuned in. Who 
hasn't heard of at least one major 
fight that has broken out between 
characters on the show? The most 
talked about one still seems to be the 
tiff between Irene and Stephen on 
season 7 in Seattle, where it got so 
ugly that actual physical violence 
lead to one member leaving, while 
the other was kicked out. So it's 
pretty much safe to say that the show 
gives us quite a bit of both extremes. 

But like all good things, with 
time they sour. The show's popular- 
ity appears to have decreased some 
with time passing, plus due to the 
sudden onslaught of programs with 
a similar basis that is emerging on 
televisions all over the world. It's 
not really the producers fault, all 
good things must come to an end 
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Due to the success of 
shows like Survivor, net- 
works have naturally started 
popping out a new line of 
reality tv shows. One of the 
shows they expected the most 
success from this season was 
Temptation Island. How- 
ever, things haven't been 
going exactly as they may 
have planned, considering it 
ranked ninth in the last set of Nielsen ratings. 

Like Survivor I, it sees a group of people taken to an exotic island 
location. The twist however, is that the main contestants on the show are 
four couples. The remaining twenty-six contestants are single people 
who are looking for a chance at romance with the right person. So how 
does this tie into the plot line? Well, it is the basis of the show. 

Once on the island, the couples are separated into two groups: the 
men, and the women. From here on out, they don't see each other for 
the next two weeks except via videocassette recordings sent to their mate 
on the other side of the island. However, it's not like they're out of 
contact with the male species. During this time they have to go out on 
three dates with some of the eligible bachelors on the island. Like during 
their spare time, their dates are being recorded the whole time, which 
leads to another twist in the plot of the show. 

The males follow the same process of dating and lack of contact 
as the females. As well, their dates are recorded. This presents the 
couples with an option: they can choose to watch the date their mate has 
gone on, with the condition that the mate has to watch the tape of their 
date as well. It enters the question as to if it's better to know, or to not 
know. Thus far in the series, it's been about fifty-fifty that choose to 
watch, and choose not to. 

Each week, the groups must vote a member of the opposite sex 
(that is single) off the island. Thus far, the body count is three and three 
for both sexes, though one female left by choice, leaving the men with 
no need to vote that week. 

The whole point to the show seems to be (aside from stealing 
viewers from other shows) to determine whether or not the couples will 
end up being together despite all the possibilities thrown around them. 
At the end of the two weeks on the island, they have to decide whether 
it would be better for them to go their separate ways, or to continue on 
with their relationships as planned. The couples that were chosen have 
each been together for a long time (one even has a child together), so 
perhaps we could say that this is an experiment into how strong love can 
be, or how much jealousy can a person bottle up for the sake of their 
relationship. 

Either way, the show is indeed having an impact on the relation- 
ships, even in its primary stages. One is already pretty much not talking 
to one another. For another couple, watching one of the videotapes has 
upset one of the two, leaving the audience wondering what will happen 
there. For the other two, well it seems hard, but they also seem willing 
to stick it out and take it all with a grain of salt. However, for how much 
longer this can go on, well no one really knows. 

Whether or not it'll be a success, you have to admit it is a pretty 

interesting idea for a television 
series. Though everyone is roughly 
the same age, being generally be- 
tween 22 and 34, it's isn't exactly 
what you can call a reality tv be- 
cause of this. Where are the older 
men? Hell, where's Rudy? One 
contestant complained about her 
date being too young, perhaps 
that's just the kind of twist they 
could use to ensure high ratings 
during sweeps time.

Instead of Creating robots that 
can lift the most weight, or build the 
biggest bridge of popsicle sticks us- 
ing only its robotic limbs, the design- 
ers put together Machines of Death

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to scrap metal in three minutes or 
less. Instead of letting their creations 
duke it out on a gym floor, the robots 
take each other on in the "BattleBox". 
Sure, it sounds wimpy, but one look 
at 48' x 48 ' frame with its 20-foot-tall 
walls, the buzzsaws that leap out of 
the floor, the sledgehammers that pop 
out of the barriers, spikes that poke 
out of the floor and ramps that can 
flip the bots over, the Box looks less 
like a cage and more like 
ThunderDome. This, more or less, is 
the setup for BattleBots, which is 
Comedy Central's #2 ranked show, 
second only to South Park. 

I know what you're thinking, 
and yeah, dueling robots does sound 
a little unimpressive. After all, how 
destructive can home-made robots 
really be? After watching a few 
matches, you'd be awfully surprised. 
Split up into lightweight, middle- 
weight, heavyweight and super- 
heavyweight categories, these Bots 
of Doom are a lot more deadly and 
violent than you'd think. Armed 
with three-and-a-half- foot buzzsaws, 
axes, flails, attack chisels, pneumatic 
drills, and much more, these crea- 
tions range from 55 to 450 pounds, 
and are packed to the gills with power 
that can tow up to three cars and tear 
through steel like butter. 

Take a look at a few of the 
matches to get a true idea of how this 
futuristic sport really works. For ex- 
ample, a hammer-and-spear wield- 
ing bot circles the ring, dodging 
buzzsaws and spikes that occasion- 
ally pop out of the arena, as it tries to 
pummel its innocent-looking, tiny 
disc-like foe. As its thrashing ham- 
mers zoom in for the kill, ready to 
mash the small bot into bits, the disc 
begins to spin, flailing its dangling 
spikes at 550 rpm, knocking aside the 
hammer and tearing off the offend- 
er's wheels in the process. With his 
opponent crippled, the spinner can 
now attack with impunity, and does, 
crashing into it repeatedly, send 
sparks and metal flying... shredding 
the frame, tearing into the motor, 
ripping into it for about $1200 of 
damage... just to show who's boss. 
As if the defeat wasn't hard enough, 
a buzzsaw leaps out of the floor, 
cleaving the dead bot in two; the 
crowd roars in approval. 

Of course, with a three-minute 
time limit, not all matches end with a 
robot's demise. Since the matches 



are all part of a San Francisco-based 
(and later on in the series. Las Vegas- 
based) tournament, there can't be any 
draws, either. For this reason, there's 
a boxing-like system in place, dictat- 
ing that a certain number of crashes, 
jabs, and hazard (forcing your oppo- 
nent into the rotating saws, hammers, 
or other aspects of the BattleBox) 
points can win you the match should 
both bots be left standing. 

Each episode of BattleBots is 
30 minutes long, and features three 
matches apiece. As each match is 
three minutes, this leaves an awful lot 
of space to fill; however, to prevent it 
from ever feeling like dead weight, 
the show takes a very "sports satire" 
attitude. Treating the matter like it 
was a boxing match or NFL game, 
the show opens with its two com- 
mentators, former CFL quarterback 
Sean Salisbury and Ski School 2 
alumni Bil Dwyer, sitting behind a 
desk and discussing the upcoming 
competitors and their matches. Sci- 
ence Guru B ill Nye acts as the show ' s 
technical advisor, and occasionally 
runs down a list of stats for a given 
'bot, filled with such ultra-cheesy 
terms as "This bot is dressed to im- 
press, distress and destroy all chal- 
lengers." There are even short seg- 
ments on the creator/controllers of 
the various bots, showing the rocket 
scientists, engineers, and garage hip- 
pies that compete in the events. Hell, 
even former Baywatcher Donna 



D'Errico gets in on the action, acting 
as a ring-side interviewer alongside 
stand-up comedians Jason and Randy 
Sklar. 

Yes, BattleBots is a weird 
show. A very weird show. However, 
there's no denying that the sight of 
one robot hammering the living cir- 
cuits out of another hapless bot is 
about as cool as anything on televi- 
sion, and is the closest thing that 
you'll get to seeing engineers fight- 
ing to the death. Combining a wacky 
sense of humor with the thrill of live 
combat, this show manages to bring 
intellectual design stategies into a 
theater of destruction. There's a rea- 
son this show airs on Saturdays at 
midnight; these things may be ro- 
bots, but the sparks and shredding, 
tearing, flying metal are very real, 
and very, very violent. Just think of 
it as Bloodsport for homicidal, ma- 
niacal geeks and mad scientists (this 
is a good thing). Even Jay Leno has 
jumped into this sport with both feet, 
creating his own "Chin-Killa" that 
even managed to trash a few of the 
championship-winning heavy- 
weights during a couple exposition 
matches in the most recent tourna- 
ment. It just goes to show that, in 
BattleBots' futuristic arena, a few 
seconds is all it takes for hundreds of 
hours and thousands of dollars worth 
of work to be reduced to a smoking 
pile of aluminum... and it'sabout time.

Ang Lee's Crouching Tiger, 
Hidden Dragon is, quite simply, the 
finest moviel've seen all year. It'san 
epic adventure about the life of rogue 
warriors, their romantic relationships, 
and spiritual enlightenment through 
the use of an artful, yet deadly style of 
melee combat. This movie comes as 
a complete surprise; although Ang 
Lee is Chinese, his mainstream mov- 
ies like Sense and Sensibility and 
Ride With the Devil appeal to en- 
tirely different audiences, even when 
the core content of all three of these 
films share similar themes. 

The film begins with the in- 
troduction of two central characters, 
Li Mu Bai, played by Hong Kong 
superstar Chow Yun-Fat, and Shu 
Lien, portrayed by stunt queen 
Michelle Yeoh. The two characters 
share an interesting relationship: they 
are of the same warrior class, and 
have both fallen deeply in love with 
each other. The subtle performances 
by Yun-Fat and Yeoh give such re- 
markable insight into their relation- 
ship that exposition is not really 
needed; the eyes of the actors provide 
enough feeling and knowing to give 
the audience more than it needs to 
determine that they need each other. 

The plot begins when Li Mu 
Bai visits Shu Lien and requests that 
she deliver his Green Destiny sword 
to Sir Te, an old friend who has been 
a great comrade to Li Mu throughout 
the years of his mercenary career. Li 
Mu is tired of the lifestyle that he 
leads; he wants to settle down, and 
although he never manages to fully 
articulate it, he wants Shu Lien to 
settle down with him. 

Shu Lien delivers the Green 
Destiny to SirTe and is invited to stay 



for the evening. Also visiting SirTe 
is the Governor of the province and 
his wistful daughter, Jen Yu. Shu 
Lien meets with Jen Yu, who wants 
so much to be like Shu Lien, but is to 
enter an arranged marriage — a life 
that will afford her very few opportu- 
nities for adventuring and fighting. 
Jen Yu is played by newcomer Zhang 
Ziyi, a beautiful young actress who, 
I'm sure, will have a wonderful ca- 
reer in acting. Her presence is not 
overshadowed by Michelle Yeoh or 
Chow Yun-Fat; she holds her own in 
every scene. The Green Destiny 
sword is stolen soon after by an un- 
known, highly skilled thief. The 
movie then unfolds into a wonder- 
fully well-paced romantic-action ex- 
travaganza. 

Romance-action? Okay, per- 
haps this description is somewhat 
misleading. Braveheart was never 
described in such a way. Crouching 
Tiger, Hidden Dragon fits this de- 
scription because of the one-on-one 
Kung Fu sequences that surround its 
deeply romantic plot. The fight se- 
quences in the movie were choreo- 
graphed by The Matrix's Wu Ping 
Yuen, a 30-year veteran of the film 
industry. (It was Wu Ping who di- 
rected the movies that made Jackie 
Chan famous in the late 70s.) The 
fights are spectacular, of course, but 
remarkably more far-fetched than the 
sequences in The Matrix. In Crouch- 
ing Tiger, Hidden Dragon, the char- 
acters not only move with the speed 
of Neo, they also climb walls with 
greater ease than that of Spiderman. 

Will you like Crouching Ti- 
ger, Hidden Dragon? That question 
is difficult to answer. The discrimi- 
nating art-house movie fanatic will 
probably hold this flick above the 
many others that were released this 



year. The people who enjoy the 
myriad mindless romance pictures 
that arrive every year may not care 
for the staggeringly supernatural 
grace of the characters. Fans of tradi- 
tional action flicks like Mission Im- 
possible 2 might not appreciate the 
heartfelt romance between the char- 
acters — the true focal point of the 
movie — or the sometimes unhurried 
pacing between action sequences. 

Oh, and the movie is subti- 
tled. Personally, I much prefer the 
subtitles to "cheesy" over-dubbing. 
I've seen countless Kung Fu flicks 
where the dubbing makes the scenes 
between fighting nearly unbearable. 
Earlier this year, Legend of the 
Drunken Master debuted for the first 
time in North America. The movie 
was perhaps the finest ever from 
Jackie Chan, but the cartoonish dub- 
bing made the dialogue laughable. In 
Crouching Tiger, all the emotion is 
kept intact within the original Man- 
darin language. 

I'm grateful Ang Lee has com- 
bined his considerable talents as a 
director with his cultural heritage. 
Finally, a Kung Fu movie with real 
depth! He's capable of extracting the 
maximum potential from his actors; 
Chow Yun-Fat's presentation came 
as no surprise, but to have Michelle 
Yeoh and Zhang Ziyi deliver such 
unforgettable performances is quite 
an achievement. I'll no longer think 
of Yeoh as a stuntwoman, and I'll be 
biting my fingernails in anticipation 
of Zhang Ziyi's next appearance in 
North America. With these great 
performances comes a bonus: the 
coolest action toever grace the screen. 
This is one movie that I'll never for- 
get, and is definitely going to be one 
for my DVD collection.

Sicko Space Aliens are Stealing Our Women— and 
Turning Them Into Prostitutes! 

Twisted aliens are running a shocking interplanetary white- 
slavery ring, says a top UFO investigator, who charges that the E.T.S 
routinely whisk female abductees off to far-flung planets and space 
stations to serve as hookers! 

Respected UFO researcher Dan Courtley bases his controversial 
claim on interviews with more than four dozen women — ■< who, when put 
under hypnosis, recalled being held captive for hours, days, weeks or 
months and repeatedly coerced into sickening sex acts. "Far from the 
cuddly, high-minded beings depicted in Hollywood films such as E.T., 
real space aliens are sex-obsessed perverts," says Courtley.

Gail recalled being flown by the UFO to a mining planet and held 
with 12 other girls of all nationalities. Some kind of coins were passed 
from the miners to the E.T.s who transported her. "We were kept in a 
dormitory, like a harem," she said. "They'd knock when they wanted us." 
The aliens were physically repulsive, with oversize heads and six long 
tentacles — yet she admits being repeatedly taken to the peak of passion 
by their no-holds-barred lovemaking sessions. "They put this chip in your 
brain that made you feel hot and bothered all the time," she revealed. 
Attractive blonde Gail and her fellow captives were often ordered to 
dance for the alien miners. 

"They seem to be mesmerized by rhythmic movements," she said. "They 
would sit there in this big padded area, watching us dance naked as 
jaybirds for hours before pouncing on us."

Space Alien Poop is Making Us Sick, Sick, Sick! 

Millions of people around the world have contracted a strange and 
potentially fatal virus — from space alien feces! And at least one expert 
predicts that by the year 2004, one in every two Americans will have had 
the debilitating illness. Controversial internist Dr. Marcus Balintersays 
that tens of thousands of the Americans who reported flu symptoms last 
season were not infected with the flu at all.
